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Tropical storm drenches 
southern Haiti, loses 
steam 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, haiti 
(AFP) - Tropical Storm Emily 
brought flooding to southern 
Haiti yesterday, but began 
breaking up as it hit the moun¬ 
tains, likely sparing hundreds 
of thousands huddled in tent 
cities from more misery. 

Although the capital Port- 
au-Prince seemed to have es¬ 
caped the brunt of the storm, 
officials said 300 families had 
been flooded in the north and 
heavy rains were battering the 
southern towns of Jacmel and 
Cayes. 

In its latest advisory, the US 
National Hurricane Center said 
the mountains on Hispaniola 
island that Haiti shares with 
the Dominican Republic were 
"taking a toll on Emily" and 
causing it to lose strength. 

But in northern Haiti build¬ 
ings used to treat cholera vic¬ 
tims were swept away, the 
public health ministry said, 
adding those who were sick 


should seek treatment in hos¬ 
pitals. 

Haiti is still recovering 
from the devastating 2010 
quake that killed an estimated 
225,000 people. The country 
has also been battling an out¬ 
break of cholera, which has 
killed 5,506 people and in¬ 
fected 363,117. 

Gary Shaye, Haiti director 
of Save the Children, warned 
young ones could be at parti¬ 
cular risk from the bad 
weather. 

About 30 tent cities have 
been identified as being partic¬ 
ularly at risk, and authorities 
established an evacuation plan, 
thought it had not been yet put 
into effect. 

"People living in unsafe 
housing will be the worst af¬ 
fected if flooding hits," said 
Harry Donsbach, the earth¬ 
quake response director in 
Haiti for Christian charity 
group World Vision.

Sudan threatened chopper 
heading for dying troops: UN 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Sudanese troops threatened to 
shoot a UN helicopter trying to 
evacuate Ethiopian peacekeep¬ 
ers fatally wounded in a land¬ 
mine explosion in the disputed 
Abyei region, UN officials 
said Thursday. 

UN Secretary General Ban 
Ki-moon protested to the Su¬ 
danese government over the 
delay in getting the Ethiopian 
soldiers to hospital which 
some diplomats said could 
have cost the lives of three 
peacekeepers. 

Four Ethiopian peacekeep¬ 
ers were killed in the landmine 
blast in the Abyei village of 
Mabok on Tuesday. Seven oth¬ 
ers were wounded. 

UN peacekeeping chief 
Alain Le Roy said one of the 
Ethiopians died at the scene 
but three others died a few 
hours later. 

The United Nations ordered 
a medical evacuation helicop¬ 
ter from a UN base at Kadugli 


in the neighboring north Sudan 
state of South Kordofan to col¬ 
lect the troops. But Le Roy 
told reporters it was blocked 
for more than three hours by 
Sudanese troops. 

’’They prevented us from 
taking off by threatening to 
shoot the helicopters,” Le Roy 
said. 

Finally, the wounded troops 
were taken by road from 
Mabok to the territory's main 
town, also called Abyei, where 
they were collected by the hel¬ 
icopter. 

UN diplomats expressed 
shock at the incident however. 
"Our information is that this 
cost at least one life. This is a 
very serious incident,” said 
one diplomat speaking on con¬ 
dition of anonymity. 

UN spokesman Martin Ne- 
sirky said the UN secretary 
general had spoken to Sudan's 
ambassador to the United Na¬ 
tions. 

"The secretary general 


made it abundantly clear that 
this was a question of saving 
lives and that a delay of any 
kind was unacceptable,” Ne- 
sirky said. 

The United Nations is also 
investigating the origin of the 
landmine that killed the 
Ethiopians, said Le Roy, a UN 
under secretary general. 
Northern Sudan is a signatory 
to the Ottawa treaty banning 
anti-personnel mines. 

About 1,500 of the 4,200 
Ethiopian troops that will pa¬ 
trol Abyei have only been in 
the territory for about a week. 

Abyei is disputed by Sudan 
and South Sudan and the UN 
force was ordered in after the 
north's troops occupied the ter¬ 
ritory in May. About 100,000 
civilians have fled, mainly to 
the south. 

South Sudan declared its 
independence on July 9. A two 
decade civil war between the 
north and south up to 2005 left 
two million dead. 


China arrests 2,000 in 
food safety crackdown 
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BEJING (AFP)- China has 
arrested around 2,000 people 
and closed nearly 5,000 busi¬ 
nesses in a major crackdown 
on illegal food additives, the 
government said, after a wave 
of contamination scares. 

China launched the cam¬ 
paign in April following a 
spate of tainted food scandals 
- included pork found on the 
market so loaded with bacte¬ 
ria that it reportedly glowed in 
the dark. 

Nearly six million food 
businesses have now been in¬ 
vestigated and more than 
4,900 shut down for "illegal 
practices”, the government’s 
Food Safety Commission said 
in a statement. 

Police have also destroyed 
"underground” food produc¬ 
tion and storage sites, and ar¬ 


rested around 2,000 suspects, 
it said, adding that anyone 
found breaking the law would 
be severely punished. 

China pledged to clean up 
its food industry after milk 
products tainted with the in¬ 
dustrial chemical melamine — 
added to give the appearance 
of high protein content — 
killed at least six babies and 
sickened 300,000 in 2008. 

In 2009 the country passed 
a food safety law to try to 
allay public concern. 

But authorities have con¬ 
tinued to discover bean 
sprouts laced with cancer- 
causing nitrates, steamed buns 
with banned chemical preser¬ 
vatives, and rice laced with 
heavy metals, prompting the 
latest crackdown. 


Guatemala hits cartels 
where 'it hurts the most': 
President Colom 


GUATEMALA CITY (AFP) - 
Guatemala is now hitting drug 
traffickers "there where it 
hurts the most, in the wallet,” 
President Alvaro Colom told 
AFP in an exclusive interview 
.Five weeks before presiden¬ 
tial elections - and after 
Colom's wife filed for divorce 
in order to stand, and was 
meanwhile rejected — Colom 
lauded his own record in 
clamping down on drug gangs 
in the Central American na¬ 
tion. "In the eight years before 
I took power, authorities 
seized around 1.1 billion dol¬ 
lars (from drug traffickers). In 
the three and a half years (of 
my mandate), we seized al¬ 


most 12 billion dollars in 
goods, drugs and cash,” 
Colom said. 

Guatemala stepped up a 
military clampdown on drug 
traffickers after 27 farm work¬ 
ers were found decapitated in 
its northern Peten department 
last May in a crime blamed on 
Mexico's Zetas drug gang. 

But the government has 
also sought to weaken the 
structures of the powerful 
multi-national drug cartels op¬ 
erating on its territory. 

The president pointed out the 
unequal nature of the battle - 
12 billion dollars represents al¬ 
most two years of the state 
budget, he said. 


Piers Morgan should 
answer questions on 
hacking: British MP 


LONDON (AFP) - A senior 
British lawmaker Thursday 
called on CNN chat show host 
Piers Morgan to return home 
to answer questions about 
phone hacking, after new alle¬ 
gations involving a newspaper 
he used to edit. 

John Whittingdale, the 
Conservative chairman of the 
parliamentary media commit¬ 
tee which quizzed Rupert 
Murdoch last month over 
hacking, said Morgan had 
some "very serious questions 
to answer". 

He was speaking after 
Heather Mills, the ex-wife of 


Paul McCartney, claimed on a 
BBC TV programme that a 
senior journalist at the Mirror 
Group of newspapers admitted 
in 2001 to hacking her voice- 
mail. 

The BBC declined to name 
the journalist but said it was 
not Morgan, who was editor of 
the group's flagship Daily Mir¬ 
ror newspaper at the time. 

However, Morgan had re¬ 
portedly admitted in a 2006 
newspaper column to have 
been played a voicemail mes¬ 
sage left by McCartney for 
Mills.

Britons are welded to their 
smartphones 24 hours a day 
and refuse to turn them off in 
cinemas and theatres, accord¬ 
ing to a study Thursday 
showing how the devices are 
changing social behaviour.

A rare gene mutation may be 
the reason that some people 
are bom without fingerprints, 
a new study finds. 

The fingerprint-free disor¬ 
der is informally known as 
’’immigration delay disease,” 
because some countries re¬ 
quire fingerprinting for entry. 
The scientific name, how¬ 
ever, is adermatoglyphia. 
(Scientists call the tiny, 
unique ridges on our fingers 
and toes dermatoglyphs.) 

In most people, finger¬ 
prints form in the womb, just 
24 weeks into gestation. But 
in at least four families 
around the world, fingers are 
print-free. This might seem 
like a ticket to a life of conse¬ 
quence-free crime, but in 


fact, adermatoglyphia often 
comes with unpleasant side 
effects, including skin blister¬ 
ing and facial cysts. 

Researchers at Tel Aviv 
Sourasky Medical Center 
tested a Swiss family affected 
by adermatoglyphia, compar¬ 
ing the genomes of the nine 
family members without fin¬ 
gerprints with the seven fam¬ 
ily members with prints. 

They traced the disorder to 
a gene mutation on chromo¬ 
some 4. (Humans have 46 
chromosomes in all, which 
come in 23 pairs, one half of 
each pair from the mother and 
the other half from the father.) 
The gene, SMARCAD1, con¬ 
trols a number of other devel¬ 
opment-related genes. 



PlayStation Vita to miss 
Christmas in US, Europe 


JAPAN (AFP) - Sony’s up¬ 
coming PlayStation Vita 
game console will not hit 
shops in North America and 
Europe until after the key 
Christmas holiday shopping 
season, the Japanese com¬ 
pany said Thursday. 

It will go on sale by the 
end of this year in Japan, fol¬ 
lowed by releases in the US 
and European markets in 
early 2012 said Kazuo Hirai, 
executive vice president. 

”Our plan right now is to 
launch in Japan by the end of 
the year, and then in North 
America and European mar¬ 
kets early in the new year,” 
Hirai told reporters in Tokyo. 

Hirai, said he was unfazed 
by Nintendo's recent decision 
to cut the price of its 3DS 
game console by nearly 40 
percent due to its weak sales 
performance, stressing that 
Vita contains attractive fea¬ 
tures for buyers. 

Both Sony's PlayStation 
and Nintendo are under in¬ 
creasing pressure from smart¬ 
phones and tablets such as 
Apple's iPhone and iPad, 
onto which cheap or even 


free games can be quickly 
downloaded and played. 

The PS Vita features a 
five-inch (12.7 cm) multi- 
touch OLED (organic light 
emitting diode) screen with a 
pad on the back for ’’touch, 
grab, trace, push and pull” 
finger motions. The handset 
also had front and rear facing 
cameras.

Scientists 
a step 
closer to 
Hepatitis 
C vaccine 

PARIS (AFP) -European sci¬ 
entists have successfully 
tested in animals a vaccine 
for Hepatitis C, a debilitating 
viral disease that can cause 
liver failure and cancer, ac¬ 
cording to a study released 
this week. 

Currently, there is no 
human vaccine for Hepatitis 
C, which is spread through 
contaminated blood and kills 
some 350,000 people world¬ 
wide each year, according to 
the World Health Organisa¬ 
tion. 

Between 130 and 170 mil¬ 
lion people are thought to be 
infected with chronic forms 
of the disease. 

A team led by French re¬ 
searcher David Klatzmann of 
the Universite Pierre et Marie 
Curie in Paris used so-called 
? ’virus-like particles” to create 
the vaccine, which was tested 
on mice and monkeys. 

Virus-like particles pro¬ 
voke an immune reaction, 
helping the body to develop 
resistance, but do not contain 
any genetic material that 
would allow a ’’virus” to mul- 
tiply. 

This technique has already 
been used in other vaccines, 
notably for the human papil¬ 
lomavirus, another cancer- 
causing agent. 

The new vaccine, devel¬ 
oped in partnership with 
French start-up Epixis, 
worked against several differ¬ 
ent variants of the Hepatitis C 
virus, offering hope that it 
would also beat back muta¬ 
tions as they occurred. 

The next step will be to 
conduct human trials. The 
study was published in the 
journal Science Translational 
Medicine.

Chronic Pot Smoking Affects Brain Chemistry, Scans Show 


— Imaging scans show that 
chronic daily use of mari¬ 
juana can have a detrimental 
effect on the brain, according 
to a new report. 

In the study, researchers 
revealed that chronic use of 
the drug caused a decrease in 
the number of receptors in¬ 
volved in a wide array of im¬ 
portant mental and bodily 
functions, including concen¬ 
tration, movement coordina¬ 


tion, pleasure, pain tolerance, 
memory and appetite. 

Marijuana, also known as 
cannabis, is abused more than 
any other illegal drug in 
America, according to the 
U.S. National Institute on 
Drug Abuse. When smoked 
or ingested, the drug’s psy¬ 
choactive chemical binds to 
numerous cannabinoid recep¬ 
tors in the brain and through¬ 
out the body, which influence 


a range of mental states and 
actions. One of two known 
types of cannabinoid recep¬ 
tors, called CB1, is involved 
primarily in the central nerv¬ 
ous system. 

In conducting the study, 
researchers compared the 
brains of 30 chronic daily 
marijuana smokers to non- 
smokers over the course of 
roughly four weeks. Using 
molecular imaging, re¬ 


searchers were able to visual¬ 
ize changes in the partici¬ 
pants’ brains and found the 
cannabinoid CB1 receptors of 
the smokers had decreased by 
roughly 20 percent compared 
to the otherwise healthy peo¬ 
ple with limited lifetime ex¬ 
posure to marijuana. 

The researchers re¬ 
scanned 14 of the smokers 
after one month of abstinence 
and found a notable increase 


in receptor activity in areas 
that were deficient at the be¬ 
ginning of the study. These 
findings, the investigators 
concluded, suggest the ad¬ 
verse effects of chronic mar¬ 
ijuana use are reversible. 

Because this study was 
presented at a medical meet¬ 
ing, the data and conclusions 
should be viewed as prelimi¬ 
nary until published in a peer- 
reviewed journal.

Hope and care for Aruba’s strays

Cas Animal Foundation is 
Aruba’s single no-kill shelter, 
which is contained in the home 
of Kiki Arndt, who began sa¬ 
ving and rehabilitating aban¬ 
doned and abused dogs and 
cats 14 years ago, when she 
first arrived on the island. It is 
an uphill battle of soliciting 
sponsorship for medical care 
and feeding for the 80+ dogs 
and 30+ cats she shelters, as 
well as raising the funds to 
build the proper facility that is 
her dream. Fortunately, she has 
growing support among a 
number of animal lovers in the 
community, and the recurring 
pleasant surprise of an island 
visitor who shares her views 
on animal neglect and abuse 
and so assists the foundation. 

Two locals residents Kiki 
wishes to acknowledge are 
Lorenzo van der Linde and 
Eloy Freites, owners of Ochum 
New Age Center in Tanki 
Leendert. The two friends live 
in a complex which does not 
allow pets, so they sublimate 
their desire for an animal com¬ 
panion by financing the care of 
injured strays they see on the 
street or a dog or cat they spy 
in someone’s yard; sometimes 


the owners do not 
have the spare cash to 
pay for the medical 
care needed because 
of a hit and run acci¬ 
dent or some other 
circumstance. 

Tyson is one of 
those they have 
helped Kiki bring 
back to health and re¬ 
turn to loving homes. 
Young dogs are ener¬ 
getic, social creatures, 
such as Tyson, who is 
recovering from 
being attacked, and 
Kiki believes very 
likely was tied up 
with a choke chain 
because he was al¬ 
ways getting out of 
his master’s yard, resulting in 
a deep wound all around his 
neck, exposing bone. When 
Lorenzo and Eloy 
found Tyson, parts 
of the injury were 
already necrotic, 
so they called 
Kiki, and it has 
been a long 
process of nearly 
daily visits to Na¬ 
talie Booi’s Ani¬ 
mal Care Clinic in 
Paradera to 
change the band¬ 
age and apply 
medication until 
he finally began to 
mend, the dead 
tissue fell away, 
and thankfully, gangrene was 
avoided. The area around his 
neck will always be weakened, 
and he will never be able to 
wear a collar again. Eloy and 
Lorenzo paid for this pro¬ 
tracted treatment, and he is 
now ready to be returned to his 
home, where his owner has 
taken steps to protect him 
without tying him up. 

The assistance of Lorenzo 
and Eloy is not nearly enough 
to heal all the injured animals 
brought to Kiki’s attention and 


placed under her care. The 
smallest donation assists in her 
efforts to help them raise the 
funds she needs to build a 
proper animal shelter on land 
she has already been awarded 
by the government for this pur¬ 
pose; these can be made by 
calling her at: 565-2130 or 
742-8732, where she can also 
be reached to report a stray or 
injured dog. She maintains an 
Animal Ambulance just for 
this purpose. 

Kiki also encourages island 
visitors to adopt one of her 
dogs or cats; or perhaps one of 
Aruba’s loyal and loving 
cunucu dogs they have be¬ 
friended on the beach or 
streets. She will walk you 
though the simple process of 
transporting it back home. Her 
expenses for feeding all the an¬ 
imals she has taken in are as¬ 


tronomical, as well as her 
veterinary bills, and donations 
can be made by paying on her 
account at the Contreras Clin¬ 
ics in Shaba or Savaneta, as 
well as directly to the bank ac¬ 
count of Cas Animal Founda¬ 
tion, CMB Bank account # 
25762110.

US stocks plunge in 
worst day since crisis 


IMF chief Lagarde 
faces France finance 
crime probe 


NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
Dow Jones Industrial Average 
plunged 4.3 percent Thursday, 
its worst one-day drop since 
the financial crisis, as global 
markets melted down over 
fears of a new economic 
downturn. 

The Dow closed down 
512.76 points to 11,383.68. 
The broader S&P 500 lost 4.8 
percent to 1,200.07, while the 
tech-heavy Nasdaq Compos¬ 
ite plunged 5.1 percent to 
2,556.39. 

More turmoil over sover¬ 
eign debt problems in Europe 
and feeble US economic data 
are stoking "fear that the 
economy is heading for a dou¬ 
ble-dip recession,” said Peter 
Cardillo of Rockwell Global 
Capital. 

The last time that the Dow 
fell as many points in a single 
day was in October 2008, dur¬ 
ing the nadir of the global fi¬ 
nancial crisis. 

All three indices are now 
well below the level at which 
they began 2011. 

’’We're seeing the erosion 
and now the loss of confi¬ 
dence, confidence in the econ¬ 
omy, confidence in the 
market, confidence in the pol¬ 
icy makers. It's all showing 
up," said Hugh Johnson, of 
Hugh Johnson Advisors. 

Markets worldwide were 
on edge over fiscal weakness 
in Italy and Spain and the eu¬ 
rozone's ability to contain 
more crisis, as the two coun¬ 
tries' borrowing costs surged 
in recent days. 

Meanwhile the US Labor 
Department reported that 
weekly claims for unemploy-

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ment benefits remained at a 
high 400,000 last week, as 
business and government lay¬ 
offs persisted while new job 
creation remained sluggish. 

All of the Dow's 30 blue- 
chip stocks were hit by the 
sell-off, but losses were most 
pronounced in basic materi¬ 
als, energy and financial com¬ 
panies, as well as large 
industrial conglomerates. 

Aluminum giant Alcoa 
was the Dow's hardest-hit 
stock, plunging 9.3 percent 


for the day. Bank of America 
fell 7.4 percent, while Cater¬ 
pillar dropped 7.0 percent. 
Aircraft manufacturer Boeing 
was down 6.3 percent. 

Stock markets have 
shrugged off a largely positive 
series of company earnings 
reports. 

GM was down 4.3 percent 
for the day even after report¬ 
ing that its quarterly profit 
surged 89 percent to a better- 
than-expected $2.5 billion.

US food giant Kraft to split in two 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Kraft 
Foods said on Thursday it will 
split in two, spinning off one 
company to target fast-grow¬ 
ing emerging markets with its 
global snacks portfolio and 
another to focus on its US gro¬ 
cery business. 

The announcement came 
after the global food giant 
made a series of major acqui¬ 
sitions in recent years, notably 
its takeover of storied British 


confectionery firm Cadbury. 

"We have built two strong, 
but distinct, portfolios," Kraft 
chairman and chief executive 
Irene Rosenfeld said in a state¬ 
ment announcing the split. 

A review by Kraft's board 
and senior management "has 
shown that these two busi¬ 
nesses would now benefit 
from being run independently 
of each other," the company 
said. 


Dutch bank ING profits 
jump despite Greek debt 
costs 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
banker ING said Thursday its 
net profit jumped 24 percent 
profit in the second quarter, 
despite provisions of 310 mil¬ 
lion euros related to the Greek 
debt rescue package. 

ING said that it set aside 
187 million euros for its bank¬ 
ing operations and 123 million 
euros at its insurance arm to 
cover losses — put at 21 per¬ 
cent in the July accord -- on its 
holdings of Greek 10-year 
government bonds. 

The new Greek rescue 
plan, unveiled at an emer¬ 
gency eurozone summit in 
Brussels on July 21, will see 
some 159 billion euros in con¬ 
tributions by the IMF, Europe 
and private lenders to Athens, 
such as banks, insurance com¬ 
panies and pension funds. 

ING said its insurance arm 
improved particularly in the 


second quarter, with operating 
profit rising to 690 million 
euros from to 378 million 
euros in the three months to 
June 2010. 

It said that despite paying 
three billion euros to the 
Dutch state in early May, fol¬ 
lowing a loan during the 2008 
global financial meltdown "it 
maintained strong capital 
buffers. 

This included an agree¬ 
ment to sell US-based ING 
Direct to Capital One as part 
of requirements imposed by 
the European Commission in 
exchange for the government 
loan. 

ING accepted a 10-billion- 
euro ($14.2 billion) cash in¬ 
jection from the Dutch 
government in October 2008 
as financial markets reeled 
from the Lehman Brothers 
bankruptcy. 


The spun-off snacks busi¬ 
ness is expected to make some 
$32 billion in yearly revenue 
and will seek to take advan¬ 
tage of growth in "numerous 
highly attractive emerging 
markets", Kraft said. 

Its major brands will in¬ 
clude Oreo cookies, LU bis¬ 
cuits, Cadbury and Milka 
chocolates, Trident gum and 
Tang powdered beverages. 

Meanwhile, sales at the 
grocery spin-off are projected 
at about $16 billion. It will 
focus on North American mar¬ 
kets and offer brands such as 
Philadelphia cream cheese, 
Maxwell House coffee and 
Jell-O desserts. 

Kraft said it would aim to 
launch the new companies be¬ 
fore the end of 2012. It did not 
give names for the two spin¬ 
offs. 

Based in Northfield, Illi¬ 
nois, Kraft Foods is a global 
giant that had $49.2 billion in 
sales last year. It has a pres¬ 
ence in about 170 countries 
and owns scores of brands, 
some of them more than 100 
years old.

The IMF's executive board 
immediately expressed confi¬ 
dence in the 5 5-year-old, 
whose immediate predecessor 
at the organisation, Dominique 
Strauss-Kahn, was forced to 
resign after he was accused of 
attempted rape. 

Gerard Palisse, the presid¬ 
ing judge at the Court of Jus¬ 
tice of the Republic, said the 
tribunal had approved "a judi¬ 
cial inquiry concerning Mrs 
Lagarde," in which magistrates 
will investigate her role in set¬ 
tling the financial dispute. 

Such an inquiry can lead to 
criminal charges, in this case 
punishable by up to 10 years in 
prison and a fine of 150,000 
euros ($212,000). 

State prosecutors in a state¬ 
ment detailed the charges as 
"embezzlement of public 
funds" and "complicity" in fal¬ 
sifying documents, and said 
prosecutor Cecile Petit would 
formally request the probe "in 
the coming days". 

Lagarde's lawyer Yves 
Repiquet said the second 
charge was related to changes 
made to legal documents 
which affected the outcome of 
the contested financial settle¬ 
ment, and that both charges 
were unfounded. 

The IMF is the global 
lender of last resort with a key 
role in calming the effects of 
the financial crisis on public fi¬ 
nances in Europe.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama 
turned 50 Thursday, marking a 
personal milestone that may 
offer only brief respite from a 
moment of political peril and 
rising threats to his bid for sec¬ 
ond term. 

The president was celebrat¬ 
ing hitting the half century 
mark privately with family 
and friends at the White 
House, including his daughter 
Malia, 13, back from summer 
camp for her Dad's special 
day. 

"Every day, I see Barack 
make choices he knows will 
affect every American family. 
That's no small task for any¬ 
one — and more proof that he's 
earning every last one of those 
gray hairs,"First Lady 
Michelle Obama wrote in an 
email. 

The mail directed recipi¬ 
ents to Obama's 2012 cam¬ 
paign website, as part of an 
effort to rebuild the formidable 
grass roots operation which 
helped power him to the White 
House in 2008. 

Obama opened his celebra¬ 


tions in Chicago on Wednes¬ 
day night, as supporters sere¬ 
naded him with a chorus of 
"Happy Birthday” and he let 
off steam at several political 
fundraisers. 

"I could not have a better 
early birthday present than 
spending tonight with all of 
you,” he said, joking that he 
was expecting an email from a 
senior citizens group telling 
him to lobby President Obama 
over health care for the elderly. 

Obama, who has said his 
crisis-strewn two-and-a-half 
years in office have left him 
with bags under the eyes, 
mulled on the prospect of turn¬ 
ing 50 in a recent interview. 

"Obviously, I've gotten a 
little grayer since I took this 
job but otherwise, I feel pretty 
good,” he told National Public 
Radio, adding that his wife 
was helping him get over the 
hurdle of hitting the half cen¬ 
tury mark. 

"Michelle, you know, says 
that... she still thinks I'm... 
cute, you know. And I guess 
that's — that's all that matters, 
isn't it?”

NEW DELHI (AFP) - Bat¬ 
ting great Sunil Gavaskar on 
Thursday blamed poor tech¬ 
nique for India's dismal show 
in the Test series in England, 
saying the tourists looked 
like a "schoolboys team". 

"India were totally out¬ 
played by England in the sec¬ 
ond Test so much so that it 
looked like a contest between 
a professional team and a 
schoolboys team," the former 
opener wrote in the Hindu 
newspaper. 

"The batting has failed to 
get to 300 in four innings and 
the bowling in both Tests has 
faded away after a bright be¬ 
ginning." 

India trail 2-0 in the four- 
Test series following a 196- 


run defeat in the first match 
at Lord's and a 319-run loss 
in the second at Trent Bridge. 

Drawn games in the last 
two matches will enable 
England to dethrone Mahen- 
dra Singh Dhoni's Indians as 
the top-ranked Test team. 

"India's lower order is just 
not technically good enough, 
and if a player knows he is 
technically struggling then 
mentally too he stops fight¬ 
ing," wrote Gavaskar, the 
first batsman to score 10,000 
Test runs. 

Rahul Dravid has looked 
the best Indian batsman on 
the tour with two hundreds, 
while Venkatsai Laxman has 
made two half-centuries and 
Sachin Tendulkar one. 


"The guys scoring the 
runs are those who have 
honed their technique on the 
longer version of the game," 
Gavaskar wrote. 

"Those others who are de¬ 
stroyers of bowling where 
the ball does not come above 
the waist are finding how 
tough Test cricket is. 

"There will be talk about 
preparation etc, but even if 
this Indian team had played 
five first-class games before 
the Test series they would 
have struggled as the tech¬ 
nique is not there." 

India played just one 
warm-up match before the 
Test series. 

The third Test begins at 
Edgbaston on August 10.

Jamaica's sprinter Powell warns 
Brits of extreme 'pressure' 



LONDON (AFP) - Jamaica's 
Asafa Powell believes British 
athletes will be under "so 
much pressure" when London 
hosts next year's Olympic 
Games they will want to "dis¬ 
appear". 

Powell himself has been re¬ 
peatedly accused of letting 
the pressure get to him, with 
the 28-year-old yet to claim a 
major sprint title despite nu¬ 
merous sub 10-second times 
for the 100 metres, in which 
event he will compete in the 
London Diamond League 
meeting at Crystal Palace on 
Friday. 

"Having a home crowd, 
with all the expectations, is too 
much," said Powell. 

As for his own prospects of 
claiming that elusive major 
gold medal, Powell said: 
"Over the years I've been run¬ 
ning fast times. I remember in 
2005 when I broke the world 
record but I made a few mis¬ 
takes and got injured. 

"In 2007 I was too confi¬ 
dent. I was the fastest person 


in that World Championship 
final but finished third and 
9.86 won the final when I was 
a 9.7 runner. "I've been mak¬ 
ing a lot of mistakes over the 
years, too many mistakes. If I 


had run like I should I would 
have got gold medals at all 
these championships. 

And Powell said that may 
mean he takes a cautious ap¬ 
proach to Friday's race, his 
last before the World Cham¬ 
pionships in Daegu, South 
Korea. 

"This is my last race be¬ 
fore Daegu," he added. 

"It's important to test 
where you are and make sure 
everything is working fine, but 
you still have to be cautious, 
make the right decisions, de¬ 
cide is it smart to run fast or 
take it easy.

Klinsmann names top-level 
squad for US debut 



PHILADELPHIA (AFP) - 
New US national team coach 
Jurgen Klinsmann called upon 
a veteran-laden lineup Thurs¬ 
day for his debut next week 
against Mexico, saying he 
wants to spark competition for 
every position. 

The former German star, a 
World Cup and European 
Championship winner as a 
player, was named to the post 
last Friday and will guide the 
Americans for the first time on 
Wednesday in Philadelphia 
against their arch-rivals. 

’’One of the goals of the 
roster for this game and mov¬ 
ing forward is to create com¬ 
petition at each position,” 
Klinsmann said. "There are 
many players who are estab¬ 
lished as well as many players 
who will get opportunities. 

”We want there to be a 
healthy contest for spots on the 


roster. We will get a good look 
at where each player is as 
quickly as we can during the 
short time in camp, and we 
will finish with an exciting 
game against Mexico.” 

The most interesting selec¬ 
tion was midfielder Michael 
Bradley of Borussia 
Monchengladbach, a US stal¬ 
wart and the son of fired US 
coach Bob Bradley, whose de¬ 
parture was announced a week 
ago on the eve of Klinsmann 
taking over. Bradley has nine 
goals in 59 caps. 

All-time US scoring leader 
Landon Donovan of the Los 
Angeles Galaxy leads the 
strikers with 46 goals in 146 
caps and is the only roster 
player to have been coached 
before by Klinsmann, during a 
2009 loan to Bayern Munich. 

Former Major League Soc¬ 
cer teen prodigy Freddy Adu 
of Benfica, Edson Buddie of 
Ingolstadt, DaMarcus Beasley 
and Puebla and Juan Agudelo 
of New York Red Bulls were 
also chosen up front. 

Everton's Tim Howard was 
selected as goalkeeper with 
Carlos Bocanegra of Saint Eti¬ 
enne and Steve Cherundolo of 
Hanover the defensive veter¬ 
ans. Cherundolo missed the 
Gold Cup final loss to Mexico 
in June with an injury. 

The Mexicans own the all- 
time series lead against the 
US squad 32-15 with 11 
drawn.

CHICAGO (AFP) - Major 
League Baseball officials will 
interview Yankees slugger 
Alex Rodriguez as they probe 
an allegation that the third 
baseman participated in illegal 
celebrity poker games. 

”We take this very seriously 


and have been investigating 
this matter since the initial al¬ 
legation,” Major League Base¬ 
ball said in a statement 
Wednesday. 

”As part of the investiga¬ 
tion, the commissioner's office 
will interview Mr Rodriguez.” 


Star Magazine reported last 
month that several people said 
they saw Rodriguez playing at 
one of the games, which are 
hosted at Hollywood hotels 
and private residences. 

Rodriguez's spokesman has 
denied that the player partici¬ 
pated. 

At the time of the magazine 
report, Major League Baseball 
officials said they would look 
into the matter. 

The Yankees placed Ro¬ 
driguez on the disabled list on 
July 14 after he had surgery on 
his right knee to repair a tom 
meniscus. 

At the time, the team said 
he was expected to be side¬ 
lined for up to six weeks. 

The 36-year-old player is 
batting .295 with 13 home 
mns and 52 RBIs this season. 

In April, he belted his 22nd 
career grand slam, overtaking 
Manny Ramirez for second 
place on the career list, behind 
only the 23 of legendary Lou 
Gehrig. 
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Revived Ajax out to 
build on championship 
triumph 



THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - The Dutch sea¬ 
son gets underway this 
weekend with Ajax looking 
to prove that their title tri¬ 
umph in 2010-11 was more 
than just a flash in the pan. 

After several seasons liv¬ 
ing in the shadows of tradi¬ 
tional rivals PSV Eindhoven 
as well as more recent up¬ 
starts AZ Alkmaar and 
Twente Enschede, the Ams¬ 
terdam giants finally won 
their 30th title in May. 

The club have sold goal¬ 
keeper Maarten Stekelenburg 
to Roma this summer, and 
with striker Mounir El Ham- 
daoui possibly on his way out 
too, the squad appears 
weaker this time around. 

However, Johan Cruyff is 
once again pulling many of 
the strings upstairs, and he is 
encouraging coach Frank De 
Boer to focus on developing 
young players, a policy that 
has brought Ajax so much 


success in the past. 

Ajax were beaten by 
Twente in the Johan Cruyff 
Shield, the season's tradi¬ 
tional curtain-raiser, last 
weekend. 

Despite that, they are still 
expected to be stronger than 
last season's runners-up and 
Cup winners Twente. 

The 2010 champions lost 
coach Michel Preud'homme 
to Saudi Arabian club Al- 
Shabab, and have replaced 
him with Co Adriaanse. 

Their squad remains 
largely the same, but their 
summer preparations were hit 
when a roof collapsed at their 
De Grolsche Veste stadium 
last month, killing two work¬ 
ers and injuring 16 others. 

They will now have to 
wait several months before 
reconstruction work at the 
ground is completed. 

PSV, champions five times 
in the last decade, have re¬ 
tained coach Fred Rutten and 
will be contenders. 

Meanwhile, after finishing 
10th last season, Feyenoord 
will be hoping for a big im¬ 
provement under newly-ap¬ 
pointed coach Ronald 
Koeman. 

They take on city rivals 
Excelsior in the opening 
game of the weekend this 
evening. 


Inter coach coy on Sneijder 



BEIJING (AFP) - Inter Milan 
coach Gian Piero Gasperini 
on Thursday batted away per¬ 
sistent questions about his 
Dutch midfield star Wesley 
Sneijder, who is wanted by 
Manchester United. 

The Italian giants play 
their great rivals AC Milan in 
the Italian Super Cup on Sat¬ 
urday in Beijing, but specula¬ 
tion about Sneijder is set to 
overshadow the action on the 
field. 

English press reports have 
claimed the Dutchman is on 
the brink of joining United 
for 35 million euros and 
wanted to finalise his deal 
rather than play in China. 

But Gasperini laughed off 
this rumour. 

"Whether Sneijder will 
play or not play is a question 
I cannot answer right now. 
He's played many positions 


in the past and I'm sure he 
can find a position on my 
team," Gasperini said, smil¬ 
ing. 

"I think there is a bit of 
misinformation flying 
around, in fact a lot," he 
added. 

"I've realised that when it 
comes to Inter, people exag¬ 
gerate situations that don’t 
exist. 

"I on the other hand have 
found a very calm atmos¬ 
phere here. 

"It's normal during the 
transfer window that there are 
rumours especially revolving 
around a club like ours which 
has great players. 

"But the truth is that until 
now there has been no move¬ 
ment (regarding Sneijder) 
and we're here to play our 
game, regardless of every¬ 
thing." 

Attempting to move on 
from the Sneijder question, 
Gasperini called the Super 
Cup — his first — his "most 
important (match) yet" and 
played down the stifling heat 
and humidity in the Chinese 
capital. 
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Roethlisberger 
civil assault case 
to stay in Reno 

CARSON CITY (AFP) - A 
civil sexual assault case 
against Pittsburgh Steelers 
quarterback Ben Roethlis¬ 
berger will be conducted in 
Reno, Nevada, the Nevada 
Supreme Court ruled on 
Thursday. 

A former casino hostess at 
Harrah's accused Roethlis¬ 
berger of raping her in his 
penthouse suite in July 2008, 
when the NFL star was at 
Lake Tahoe for a celebrity 
golf tournament. 

Roethlisberger has denied 
the allegations and the 
woman never filed a criminal 
complaint with police. 

Lawyers for the two-time 
Super Bowl champion had 
sought to move the case to 
Douglas County, where Har¬ 
rah's is located. 

They argued that Washoe 
County, where Reno is lo¬ 
cated, was an improper 
venue because no defendants 
live there. 


Cards catcher Molina banned 
over umpire bump 


MIAMI (AFP) - St. Louis Car¬ 
dinals catcher Yadier Molina 
was suspended for five games 
on Thursday for repeatedly 
bumping an umpire in a dis¬ 
pute over a called strike. 

Major League Baseball 
also fined Molina an undis¬ 
closed amount for his outburst, 
during which he also managed 
to spray some saliva on um¬ 
pire Rob Drake — although 
Molina insisted that was unin¬ 
tentional and he didn't spit on 
the official. 

Molina said he wouldn't ap¬ 
peal the suspension, which 
was to begin on Thursday 
when St. Louis play at Florida. 

Molina was angered when 
he was called out on strikes by 


Drake in the 10th inning of the 
Cardinals 8-7, 11-inning vic¬ 
tory in Milwaukee on Tuesday. 

After Drake ejected Molina 
from the game, the player con¬ 
tinued to bump his chest into 
Drake and shout. 

On Wednesday, a contrite 
Molina said he regretted his 
actions. 

"I'm not like that," he said. 
"I'm nice and easy, low-key. 
I'm not like that. Every time 
you see that happen, it makes 
me feel bad right now. 

"I don't want to do that. I 
was caught up in the moment. 
When you are here in the race, 
you don't think. That's what 
happened. ... I didn't think. 

"I reacted in a bad way."
